The property located at 284 New Canaan Avenue (Route 123) is occupied by the Connecticut
National Guard Norwalk Armory (“Norwalk Armory”) in an otherwise residentially developed
area of Norwalk and New Canaan. The proposed AT&T telecommunications facility would be
located in a central portion of the 11.5 acre parcel which is owned by the State of Connecticut.
The proposed facility consists of a 50” x 80’ fenced compound within a 50° by 80’ lease area
with access from State Route 123.

AT&T has proposed a new self-supporting stealth monopole 140’ above grade level (“AGL”).
AT&T would install up to nine (9) panel antennas and related equipment, three each at the 137’
and 127" and 117" AGL. The tower would be designed for future shared use of the structure by
another carrier at 107 AGL. To address further tower sharing opportunities, AT&T, in
conjunction with State and Norwalk Armory officials, also designed the site for an additional
tower structure on the host parcel for use by other carriers should additional space be needed in
the future.

An associated 11°-5” x 20’ equipment shelter would be installed at the tower base on a concrete
pad within the tower compound together with provisions for a back-up power generator. The
tower compound would accommodate AT&T’s equipment and provide for future shared use by
other carriers. The tower compound would be enclosed by an eight (8) foot high chain link
fence. Vehicle access to the facility would extend from New Canaan Avenue over the existing
driveway and parking lot to the tower compound. Utility connections would be run underground
from an existing distribution pole on site.

10. WIRE TIES: FOR TYING FABRIC TO LINE POSTS, RAILS AND BRACES — 9 GAUGE STEEL WIRE

INSTALLATION;
1. SPACE POSTS EQUIDISTANT IN THE FENCE LINE WITH A MAXIMUM OF 10" ON CENTER
2. LOCATE CORNER POSTS AT CORNERS AND AT CHANGES IN DIRECTION.

3. INSTALL BRACE AND BOTTOM RAILS IN ONE PIECE BETWEEN POSTS AND FLUSH WITH POST ON

INSTALL GROUND—SET [TEMS IN CONCRETE FOR ANCHORAGE, AS RECOMMENDED BY A FENCE
MANUFACTURER. ADJUST HARDWARE FOR SMOOTH OPERATION AND LUBRICATE WHERE NECESSARY.
